Olde English Ring

Then take a trip to Warwick 
Castle, with its amazing re-enactments of 
15th century battles (Tel: 0870 442 2000 
www.warwlck-castle.co.uk), and Tamworth 
Castle, which takes you back to Norman times 
(Tel: 01827 709626 www.tamworthcastle. 
freeserve.co.uk). Both castles are rumoured to 
be haunted, so look out for spooky goings onl 


Romantics will love medieval Baddesley 
Clinton, a picturesque moated manor 
house near Knowle. Packwood House, 
near Lapworth, boasts fascinating links 
with the Civil War and a stunning walled 
flower garden.

To get to know one of ‘Britain's greatest', 
William Shakespeare, take a trip to his home 
town of Stratford-upon-Avon. There you can 
watch his famous plays, tour his birthplace, 
or just take it easy by the River Avon.
